ving, or procuring ſuch Certificats, ſhall be tyned for every ſuch offence, in the 
Sum: of one thouſand Merks, the one half tro Their Majeſties uſe, andthe other 
half to the Informer, and it he be an Officer that contraveens, he, beſide the 
fine of one thouſand Merks, ſhall be Caſhiered and Diſplaced, and ſhall-be Incapa= 
ble: of any Military Office or Imployment within:this Kingdom,and every Officer 
that ſhall make any falſe or untrue Muſter of Man or Horſe, and every Comes 
miſſary, Mufter-maſter, and other Officer, that ſhall allow or fign the Muſter- 
roll, wherein ſuch falſe Muſters is contained, ſhall be Caſhiered and loſs their Of- 
fice, and ſhall be Incapable of any Military Office or Imployment, within this 
Kingdom, and ſhall likewiſe, be fyned in the Sum of one thouſand Merks,the one 
halt co Their Majeſties uſe, and the other halt ro the Informer, and for the more 
efteQual preventing of falſe Muſters, Statutes and Ordains, that every Commil- 
ſary -or. Muſter-mafter, upon any Muſter to be made, ſhall: be obliged, to give 
notice a convenient time before, to the Magiſtrats of the Burghs, or Sheriffs of 
the Shyres, or their Deputs, or Baillies'of Royalty or Regaliry, or their Depurs, 
or Stewarts of Stewartries, or their Deputs, within whoſe JuriſdiRions the 
Muſter is to be made, and the Magiſttats of P Burgh, in caſe the Muſter be G 
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be made within a Burgh, and the Sheriff or their Deputs, when the Muſter is to 
be made within a Sheriffdom, aad the Baillie of the Regality or his Deputs, when 
the Muſter is to be made within a Regality, and the Stewart of the Stewartries or 
their Deputs, when the Muſters is tro be made within a Stewartry, to be preſent 
at every ſuch cMuſter, and give their utmoſt Aſſiſtance, tor the diſcovering of 
any falſe or untrue Muſter, and eyery Commiſſary or Muſter-maſter, that ſhall ne- 
pled to give notice as ſaid is, or ſhall refuſe to take the Aſſiſtance of the Magi- 
ſtrars of Burghs, when the Muſter is made within a Burgh, or of the Sheriffs, 
Baillies of Regalities and Royalties, and Stewarts, or their Deputs, when the utter 
Is made within their reſpeRive Juriſditions,the Commiſſary or Muſter-maſter ſo 
oftending,ſhall loſs his Office,and be fined in the Sum of one thouſand Merks, the 
one half to Their Majeſties uſe, and the other half to the Informer, and no Mu- 
ſter-roll ſhall be allowed, unleſs the ſame be figned by the Magiſtrar of the Burgh, 
or Sheriff of the Shyre, or Baillies of Regalities and Roylcies, or Stewarts or 
their Deputs, within whoſe Juriſdi&ions the Muſter is made, and if any perſon 
ſhall be __ muſtered, or offer himſelt talſly and deceitfully to be muſtered, upon 
Certificat thereof under the hand of the Muſter-maſter, or chiet Magiſtrat of the 
place, who ſhall be preſent at the muſtering, he ſhall be Impriſoned for the ſpace 
of a 4oneth, & ſhall have his right ear cut offy& if any Perſon ſhall wittingly & wil.

Foraſ- 
much as by divers Laws and Aces of Parliament made by Our Royal Predeceſſors, 
all free Quartering of Souldiers in tranſient or local Quarters, and all Localities for 
furniſhiug or carrying Corn, Straw, Hay, or Graſs to Souldiers Horſes, is expreſly 
Prohibited and Diſchargedgand by an Eſtabliſhment under Our Royal Hand, there 
being Meaſures laid down, and Fonds appropriat for the exaR and punRual payment 
of the ſtanding Forces and Gariſons within this Our antient Kingdom, and a Com- 
miſſary appointed for making due and regular Provifions of Corn, Straw and Graſs, 
for the Horſes and Dragoons preſently. under Our Pay, and in OurService with- 
inthis Ourantient Kingdom, by ready Money, or otherwiſe as hecan beſt Bargain 
with any of Our Leidges for their Corn, Straw and Graſs : Whereby the Abuſes 
heretofore done and committed upon any of Our Leidges, by the Illegal exaQing 
Locality or tree Quarter, may be Remeeded and Prevented, andall Mens: mear, 
and Horſe-meat furniſhed to any Officers or Souldiers ia Our Service within this 
Our antient Kingdom, duely payed, And We conſidering how neceſlary it is, 
that all Our good SubjeRs ſhould know by whom, and in what manner they are 
to be payed forall Proviſions of Corn, Straw and Graſs, for Horſes, and Meat 
and Drink to be turniſhed to Our Officers and Souldiers,by them or any of them 
and that all Officers and Souldiers within this Our ſaid antient Kingdom may go- 
vern and regulat themſelves, and the Troops under their Command accordingly, 
as they will be anſwerable, We witch Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Coun-
